The people of America have con­ 
served to win the war; they must now 
conserve to save the world, F. B. 
Mu info rd, federal food administrator 
for Missouri, declared in a message to 
the county food administrators and 
chairmen of women’s committees. We 
must now attempt to develop among 
our people a world conscience in place 
of a wrar conscience, he said. Our con­ 
servation slogan from now on must 
be world relief. 
“The work p f the Food Administra­ 
tion is not yet ended.” said Mr. Mum- 
ford. 
“We have still to protect our 
own people and the helpless and des­ 
titute peoples of Europe from the sor­ 
did and conscienceless conspiracies of 
the profiteers. We must not relax the 
efforts which have been so successful 
in accomplishing this desirable result. 
“It should be a matter of the utmost 
satisfaction to a'l who have had a part 
in the administration of the food prob­ 
lems of America, that they have been 
able not only to protect our own peo­ 
ple from' suffering, but that we have 
provided sufficient supplies of food for 
all our Allies. This is in marked con­ 
trast to the food conditions of the Cen­ 
tral Powers* and their allies. 
In all 
the countries directly allied with the 
Central Powers, food conditions have 
been extremely serious from the be­ 
ginning. 
If the food policies of the 
German empire had brought misery 
and suffering only for their own peo­ 
ple. who are responsible for this war, 
we would not be materially concerned; 
but the German empire has not only 
reduced its own people I > starvation 
hut millions of the inhabitants of in­ 
nocent nations bordering the German! 
empire have died of starvation: theyj 
have been destroyed because Germany 
has stolen their food supplies and left 
them destitute. 
"It is our duty from the standpoint 
of humanitarianism alone to continue 
our efforts to relieve the suffering of 
the world until such time as nations 
can he re-established and the normal 
industries of the world again put in 
motion. 
“The conservation measures of the 
Food Administration have made pos­ 
sible the successful feeing of our 
army and the civilian population of 
the Allies and neutrals. 
America is 
now presented with the still greater 
opportunity to demonstrate her un­ 
selfish devotion to the cause of free­ 
dom and human happiness. We must 
now direct our vast resources to the 
feeding of the world. Our response to 
this plea must he instant. 
The food 
is needed now. We must export great 
quantities of food supplies before the 
next harvest if we are to prevent the 
starvation of peoples with the conse­ 
quent anarchy whrnh will follow'. Star 
ration is the motlier of anarchy. 
We 
have conserved to win the war; we 
must now con servo t , save the world ** 


Feed According to Production. 
A careful tabulation of the feed rec­ 
ords of another cow-testing association 
In which milk production and income 
ovvr cost of feed were high, reveals 
the feet that the cows were liberally 
bi# economically led. Silage and le­ 
guminous hay constituted the rough­ 
age portion of the ration while the 
grain was fed according to known pro­ 
duction of butterfat. During the Wis­ 
ter these cows received oue pound of 
grain daily for each pound of butterfat 
vhich they produced a week, w’hile 
during the summer when pasture was 
short some supplementary grain was 
also provided. 
During cold weather 
the cows consumed an average of 33 
pounds of silage a day, while during 
the summer pasturage periods each 
cow received a total of 676 pounds o f 
soiling c»*^ps.
